U.S.; Missing Former Agent Alive 


Years after American 
vanished in Iran, new 
lead surfaces in case 

Washington 

Four years after a retired FBI agent 
mysteriously vanished inside Iran, 
U.S. officials have received irrefut- 
able proof he is alive, a dramat- 
ic development that has sharply 
intensified secret negotiations to 
bring him home. 

The U.S. had lacked reliable 
information about whether Rob- 
ert Levinson was alive since he dis- 
appeared in March 2007 from the 
Iranian island of Kish. It remains 
unclear who exactly is holding 
Levinson or where he is, but the 
proof that he is alive is a hopeful 
sign in a case that had seeming- 
ly gone cold. 

The State Department issued a 
three-sentence statement by Sec- 
retary of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton Thursday saying there 
were indications Levinson was in 
southwest Asia and asking Iran 
for help. 

Iran has repeatedly said it has

Backstory ... 

Robert Levinson retired from the FBI in 1998 and be- 
came a private investigator.

HK mer Iranian diplomat in Maryland in 1980. Over the years, 

stories have trickled in from witnesses claiming to have 
evidence about Levinson’s whereabouts. In 2009, an Ira- 
nian defector said that while imprisoned by Iran’s Revolutionary Guard, he saw 
the name “B. Levinson" scrawled on the doorframe of his cell, (ap) 



no information about Levinson, 
but U.S. diplomats and investiga- 
tors have long said they believed 
he was taken by Iranian govern- 
ment agents. 

As years passed, many in the 
U.S. government believed the 
63-year-old with diabetes and high 
blood pressure might have died. 
But late last year, Levinson’s fam- 
ily received proof that he was alive. 
Investigators confirmed its authen- 
ticity and that it was recent, current 
and former officials said. Officials 
say they believe he is still alive. 

“It has been almost four years 
since I have seen my beloved hus- 
band Robert Levinson,” his wife, 
Christine, said in a statement on the 
family’s website. “Our family is tre- 
mendously encouraged by the news 
Bob is alive but remains concerned 
for his safety and well being.” 

The AP has known about the 
proof of life since shortly after it 
arrived but delayed reporting it 
because officials said any public- 
ity would jeopardize the ability to 
get Levinson home. The AP is not 
disclosing the nature of the proof 
because officials believe that would 
hurt efforts to free him. (ap)

News of 3-year low 
may signal economy 
is about to take off 

Washington 

The job market suddenly looks 
brighter. 

The number of people filing for 
unemployment benefits sank last 
week to its lowest point in nearly 
three years, and retailers and other 
service companies posted strong 
results Thursday for last month. 

On the eve of the government’s 
February jobs report, the news sug- 
gests the economy may be about to 
take off despite growing concerns 
about inflation. 

The stock market had its best 
day in three months. The Dow Jones 
industrial average rose more than 
190 points, or 1.6 percent, erasing 
most of its losses since the unrest 
in Libya began. 

And some analysts raised their 
forecasts for how many jobs the 
economy created last month. The 
consensus is 175,000, but many 
economists are now estimating 
200,000 or more, and they expect

the pace to hold for the rest of the 
year. That would almost certainly 
bring the unemployment rate, now 
9 percent, down steadily. 

“This is a good harbinger of a 
healthier job market to come,” said 
economist Sung Won Sohn at Cal- 


ifornia State University. 

Applications for unemplojmient 
benefits fell by 20,000 to 368,000, 
the Labor Department said, the 
third decline in four weeks and the 
lowest level since May 2008. 

And there’s a big wild card for 
the economy — rising prices. Food 
around the world is at its most 
expensive in 20 years, and gas pric- 
es have been rising for weeks, with 
the average for a gallon nearing 
$3.50. For now, though, the econ- 
omy is flashing mostly positive

Libya Descends Into Stalemate 



Gadhafi loyalists, 
rebels seem unable 
to gain upper hand 

Cairo 

Moammar Gadhafi is safe for now, 
holed up in the Libyan capital sur- 
rounded by followers and militia- 
men. Rebels hold a swath of the east 
and a string of towns nearer Trip- 
oli. But neither side seems capable 
of dislodging the other. 

The fate of the oil-rich country 
may depend on how long Gadhafi 
can maintain the loyalty of troops, 
mercenaries and tribes who still 
support him — and on whether 
the West decides to take military 
action to end the standoff 

Nonetheless, analysts caution, 
it could be months before Libya is 
rid of its leader of 41 years. 

The prospect of a prolonged 
conflict could ruin Libya — break- 
ing it up along regional or trib- 
al lines, destroying its oil wealth 


and turning many of its 6 million 
inhabitants into refugees. 

The deadlock was illustrated 
by Wednesday’s battle over the 
opposition-held strategic oil port of 
Brega. A pro-Gadhafi force retook 
it Wednesday, but rebel forces cap- 
tured it back within hours.

Foreign intervention could tip 
the balance. Already, there is talk 
in the West about enforcing a no- 
fly zone on Libya, and the U.S. has 
moved warships closer to Libya’s 
Mediterranean coast.

Love at First Ride 

Taking the 201 bus for a ride along the new Intercounty Connector 


At 8:46 a.m. on Tuesday 
morning, the 201 bus pulled 
into the BWI rail station. 
Emblazoned with the words 
“Travel the ICC With Ease,” 
the green and white coach 
halted at the shiny bus stop 
sign, opened its door and wel- 
comed me in. And only me. 

March 1 marked the launch of two 
commuter bus routes (Mtaiccbus. 
com) along the completed 7.2-mile 
stretch of the Intercounty Connector, 
a toll road that will link Montgom- 
ery and Prince George’s counties. 
There’s the 202, a Monday-Friday 
service designed to shuttle NSA 
and Fort Meade employees to work, 
and the 201, which offers daily trips 
between Montgomery County and 
the airport. For the first two weeks, 
the service is free; starting March 
15, it’ll be $5 a pop. But even the 
promise of a free ride wasn’t entic- 


ing crowds the day of the debut. 

So, when I peeked inside, I saw 
Gerard Varner at the wheel with just 
a can of Diet Coke to keep him com- 
pany. Although he hadn’t had a sin- 
gle passenger since getting on the 
road at 3:30 a.m. — the first bus of 
the day departs at 4 a.m. — he was 
in high spirits. He had expected a 
slow start, and he figured he was 
still making an impression. “It’s 
turned a lot of eyes,” he told me. 

Plus, he said, this is a plum gig 
for drivers. The fleet of buses ded- 
icated to the route are just a few 
weeks old — enough time for driv- 
ers to get a feel for them, but still 
sporting that new-bus scent. 

It was apparent no one else 
would be getting on at the train sta- 
tion, but Varner informed me that 
we’d be sticking with the schedule 
and halting at each stop for the allot- 
ted time. “So people see it and get 
used to seeing it,” he said. 


As promised, we departed at 
9 a.m. on the dot and headed to the 
first BWI stop, which was aban- 
doned except for a few parked police 
cars. Standing at airport stop No. 2 
was an actual human — who was 
staring past us. “He wants the one 
behind me,” Varner said. 

Then it was time to hit the road, 
most of which, of course, isn’t the 
ICC. We traveled along a series of 
other highways, crossing the Patux- 
ent River, passing horses and mosey- 
ing through Burtonsville. Finally, 
nearly an hour after I boarded, we 
reached the ICC. Freshly planted 
trees cheered us on as we rolled 
along, and within minutes, we were 
at the Shady Grove Metro. 

As I hopped out, a guy stuck his 
head in. “You going to BWI?” he 
asked. A real rider? Nope, it was 
Kurt Raschke, transit blogger, who 
wanted to check out the new bus.

WHC Braces for Strike 


Area’s largest hospital 
flies in nurses from 
across nation to help 

Washington 

Managers at Washington Hospi- 
tal Center and the nurses union 
braced for a planned strike Fri- 
day at the region’s largest hospital, 
with managers flying in replace- 
ment nurses from all across the 
country and nurses seeking sup- 
port from city officials. 

The nurses’ contract expired 
last spring, and the two sides have 
been engaged in a rancorous dis- 


pute over wages, benefits, staffing 
and patient safety. The union rep- 
resents about 1,600 nurses. 

If a strike takes place, the 926- 
bed hospital will be fully staffed, 
with all units open, according to an 
e-mail sent to hospital physicians 
Wednesday by Janis Orlowski, the 
chief medical officer at the facility.

In addition, managers have told 
nurses that they must check in — 
in person — at the hospital Friday 
and inform supervisors wheth- 
er they plan to work their sched- 
uled shifts. That includes nurs-

Delayed Action 

Experts say more young Americans are looking to get ahead, not get into bed 


Atlanta 

Fewer teens and young adults are hav- 
ing sex, a government survey shows, 
and theories abound for why they’re 
doing it less. 

Experts say this generation may be 
more cautious than their predecessors, 
more aware of sexually spread dis- 
eases. Or perhaps emphasis on absti- 
nence in the past decade has had some 
influence. 

Or maybe they’re just too busy. 

“It’s not even on my radar,” said 
17-year-old Abbey King of Hinsdale, 
111., a competitive swimmer who starts 
her day at 5 a.m. and falls into bed at 
10:30 p.m. after swimming, school, 
weight lifting, run- 
ning, more swimming, 
homework and a volun- 
teer gig working with 
service dogs for the 
disabled. 

The study, released 
Thursday, is based on 
interviews with about 
5,300 people ages 15 
to 24. It shows the 
proportion in that age 
group who said they’d 
never had oral, vaginal 
or anal sex rose in the 
past decade from 22 percent to about 
28 percent. 

The findings are sure to surprise 
some parents who see skin and lust in 
the media, and worry sex is rampant. 

“Many parents and adults look at 
teens and sex and see nothing but a 
blur of bare midriffs. They think things 
are terrible and getting worse,” said Bill 
Albert, chief program officer for the 
National Campaign to Prevent Teen 
and Unplanned Pregnancy. 

However, he said, the report pro- 
vides at least indirect evidence that 
“many, many young people have been 
very receptive to the message of delay- 
ing sexual activity.”

There are other surveys of sexu- 
al behavior, but this is considered the 
largest and most reliable. “It’s the gold 
standard,” Albert said. 

Health scientist Anjani Chandra 
of the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention described the decline in sex 
as small but significant. She declined 
to speculate on the reasons.

King, the busy Illinois teen, said she 
sees sex, alcohol, smoking and drugs 
as distractions to her goal of getting 
a college scholarship in swimming, 
she said. 

Sam Dercon, a 17-year-old high 
school junior from Princeton, N.J., said 
he’s learned to worry about the conse- 
quences of having sex. 

“I do think that sexual education 
is taking away that idea that you are 
invincible,” he said. “There’s always 
that fear of something going wrong 
with consequences that could screw 
up your future.” 

And Washington, D.C. -based sex 
educator Yvonne Fulbright suggested 
that some young men perhaps aren’t 
making time for relationships. 

“Some guys, at the end of the day, 
they’d rather channel their ener- 
gy into music, playing their guitar 
or playing computer games,” Ful- 
bright said.

Williams’ decision to go 
pro or not will sway 
Terps fans’ optimism 

Terps Hoops 

The emergence of freshman guards 
Terrell Stoglin and Pe’Shon Howard 
late in the season may not have done 
enough to boost Maryland’s hopes 
for an NCAA tournament bid, but it 
does have fans looking ahead with 
more than a glint of optimism. 

What heights 

might the Terrapins 
reach next year with 
a more mature Stoglin 
— suddenly a relentless

While both Smith and Wilcox 
have built long careers in the NBA, nei- 
ther met his potential, and both ultimate- 
ly became role players. 

“It’s unbelievable to put my name in the 
same list as Joe Smith. He’s a legend at this 
school,” Williams said earlier this season 
before breaking Smith’s mark for consec- 
utive double-doubles.

Former NHL Star Probert Had Brain Damage Before His Death 


Pro Hockey 

Bob Probert knew the fierce pound- 
ing he dished out and received over 
16 seasons as an NHL enforcer was 
taking its toll as he got older. That’s 
why he wanted his brain to be ana- 
lyzed once he died. 

Even though heart failure ulti- 


mately ended his life last July at age 
45, Probert also was living with a 
damaged brain. 

Researchers at Boston Univer- 
sity said Thursday that Probert 
had the degenerative brain dis- 
ease Chronic Traumatic Enceph- 
alopathy. The disease was found 
through analysis of brain tissue 


donated by Probert. 

He is the second hockey play- 
er from the program at the Center 
for the Study of Traumatic Enceph- 
alopathy to be diagnosed with the 
disease after death. Reggie Flem- 
ing, a 1960s enforcer who played 
before helmets became mandato- 
ry, also had CTE. 


CSTE is a collaboration between 
Boston University Medical School 
and the Sports Legacy Institute 
that is attempting to address what 
it calls the “concussion crisis” in 
sports. The group has been at the 
forefront of research into head trau- 
ma in sports and has received a 
$1 million gift from the NFL. (ap)

There are known knowns: Don- 
ald Rumsfeld, 78, is a two-time 
former defense secretary who just 
penned his memoir, “Known and 
Unknown” ($36, Sentinel). There 
are known unknowns: most involve 
Iraq, but big-name journalists 
already asked those questions. So, 
Express asked Rumsfeld the dou- 
ble unknowns and found that the 
Pentagon’s former tough guy has a 
soft spot for Maria von Trapp. 

“Rumsfeld’s rules" are the witty 
one-liners you live by.

If you’re going to mea- 
sure something, you have to decide 
what to measure ... and making 
choices is hard because you can

You named your memoir after your 
most famous press conference.

We were deal- 
ing with intelligence analysts, and 
it became very clear that there were 
things we knew we knew, things we 
knew we didn’t know and things 
we didn’t know we didn’t know; it’s 
that last category that can cause 
the real problems. 

You’ve met so many world lead- 
ers. Who was the oddest? 

I don’t think of people as odd. They 
all came from different cultures 
and different histories and back- 


grounds. What’s odd? I’m sure they 
look at us and think we’re odd. 

You ran for president briefly in 
1988. Do you regret that you were 
never president? 

No, no. In my life, I feel so fortu- 
nate to have done the things I’ve 
done. Some things didn’t work out 
... but you go on from there.

You’ve been married for almost 
60 years, and your political life 
must have been hard on your wife.

I really don’t. It sounds silly, but I 
did like ‘The Sound of Music.” 

You’re a world traveler. What’s 
your favorite vacation spot? 

Our home is our favorite spot, and 
that’s now Taos, New Mexico. We 
love the mountains, the culture 
and the skiing. 

Are you enjoying retirement or 
going stir-crazy? 

Oh, no. I’d never go stir-crazy! Joyce 
and I have our foundation that sup- 
ports charities for the troops, where 
the proceeds of my book are going. 
... We’ve been very fortunate in life.

Matt Damon and Emily Blunt gen- 
erate simmering, pleasurable heat in 
“The Adjustment Bureau,” a smart, 
stylish thriller that melds science 
fiction, romance and Hitchcockian 
intrigue with surprising ease. 

Adapted from a Philip K. Dick 
story by first-time director George 
Nolfi, “The Adjustment Bureau” pro- 
vides welcome respite in a season 
marked by 3-D offerings from Nicolas 
Cage and Justin Bieber. Equal parts 
playful, sophisticated and engross- 
ing, “The Adjustment Bureau” is like 
the first songbird of spring, signal- 
ling that the winter of our shared 
brain freeze is over, and it’s safe to 
go back to the multiplex.
